these lands by irrigation, and will cost 
countless millions.—PiDtsburg Post. 


RensonB Given l)j Dayton City Council 


Wby Such a. Measure Should Nat Be- 


come a Law. 


The curfew ordinance fad seems to 


have about run its day. . In Dayton, 
where snob an ordinance wag discussed 
by council, the committee to whom the 
matter was referred vetoed the question 
in the following report: 


The committee on law, 
to whom 


waa referred ordinance No. 4721, en- 
titled an ordinance to prevent minors 
from loitering aud wandering on the 
streets and public pla6es in the night 
season; also the petition of ladies of 
this city praying for the passage of 
such an ordinance, would respectfally 
report that they have considered the 
same aud find that the oidmance ia 
criminal in its nature, Having a penalty 
attached for a violation of its provis- 
ions; that it operates entirely upon 
children under the age of 10 years; 
that any child violating any of its 
provisions must be arrested and con- 
fined at the station house, thore being 
no other place of detention. 


"In the opinion of your committee, 


the station house, or any prison, for 
that matter, is not the place to confine 
children, ; and 
moreover, if placed 


there, it would be impossible to separ- 
ate them from the ordinary orimiua 1 
classes that we find atsuchiustitatiouB. 


"Any child which might be arrested 


under the provisions of this ordinance 
would have a taint cast upon it from 
which it might be years in recover!ug, 
and we believe more harm than good 
would result form punishing the children 
in accordance with the provisions o£ 
this ordinance. 


"The enforcement of such a law in 


other cities has caused more distress in 
arresting the innocent, tainting them 
with crime (and the guilty study their 
part to escape, while tho innocent are 
unconsciously arrested), and for this 
reason, and because its being uuoonsti- 
tutitonal, they have abandoned the cur- 
few law. 
"In our humble opinion the parents 


are more to blame, in most instances, 
than the children themselves for their 
loitering upon the streets at night, and 
wo think if such an ordinance could be 
enacted that it ought to contain some 
provision to roach the parents instead 
of the children. 


"Wo therefore recommend that the 


ordinance be indefinitely posptoned."
